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Ohio,  at  the  eastern  edge  of  the  Com  Belt,  usually  takes 
fifth  or  sixth  place  in  corn  production  in  the  United  States.  Many, 
no  doubt,  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  com  production  in  this 
State  because  of  the  heavy  industrial  centers  ^ich  are  located  in 
Ohio,    Com,  the  major  crop  in  Ohio,  usually  accounts  for  about 
30  percent  of  the  crop  acreage  harvested  in  the  State.  Approximately 
two-thirds  of  the  crop  le  produced  in  the  western  half  of  the  State. 
In  1939  sixty-one  of  the  counties  were  designated  as  commercial  com 
counties  by  the  Agricultiiral  Adjustment  Administration. 

The  data  in  this  bulletin  are  published  to  meet  the  demands 
of  many  agencies,  educational  institutions,  and  the  general  public 
for  a  series  of  county  estimates  on  aoreage  planted,  yield  per  planted 
acre,  and  production  of  com.    These  county  data  are  based  upon  infor- 
mation obtained  from  the  1930  and  1935  United  States  Censuses,  data 
compiled  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  and  reports 
obtained  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  mral  mail  carriers  and  from  its  own  crop  correspondents.  In 
Ohio,  no  annual  farm  census  is  available. 

The  com  acreage  in  Ohio  has  been  fairly  stable  for  some 
time.    The  smallest  acreage  occurred  in  193A  when  3,317,000  acres 
were  planted.    Three  years  later,  in  1937,  the  3i 354, 000  acres  planted 
were  the  l£UPgest  during  the  period,  1928-1939.    While  the  Com-Hog 
Flrogram  and  Conservation  Program  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
istration had  some  effect  upon  the  com  acreage  in  the  State,  the 
effect  of  these  programs  on  the  acreage  was  not  so  pronounced  as  in 
some  of  the  other  major  com  producing  states.    Acreages  planted  to 
com  in  Ohio  depend  largely  upon  the  weather  conditions  in  the  spring 
and  whether  the  hay  crops  come  through  the  winter  satisfactorily.  The 
two  years  of  largest  com  acreages  occurred  after  the  droughts  of  1930 
and  1936  vdien  much  of  the  newly-seeded  clover  failed.    The  drought  in 
1934,  while  not  so  serious  in  Ohio  as  in  states  to  the  west,  curtailed 
the  acreage  planted  that  year. 

Ohio  has  never  experienced  much  loss  of  com  acreage  after 
it  was  planted.    Only  in  1937  when  extremely  heavy  rains  occurred, 
particularly  in  northem  Ohio  and  in  some  of  the  central  and  eastern 
counties,  was  there  much  abandonment  and  even  then  only  1*5  percent 
of  the  planted  acreage  was  lost.    In  other  years  the  amount  of  planted 
acreage  abandoned  was  so  small  that  the  estimates  of  planted  acreage 
are  the  same  as  for  the  harvested  acreage. 


The  yields  of  corn,  and  consequently  the  production,  have 
varied  considerably  during  the  twelve-jrear  periods    In  general, 
weather  conditions  are  the  controlling  factors.  Sams  years,  such  as 
1931f  1935,  193s,  and  1939  had  very  good  growing  conditions  v^ixe 
some  other  years  were  either  too  wet  or  too  dry.    The  average  yield 
in  the  twelve-year  (1928-1939)  period  was  38.2  bushels.    In  years 
following  the  droughts,  yields  were  good,  -  in  1931,  45 •O  bushels; 
in  1935,  44.0  bushels;  and  in  1937,  42.4  bushels.    Com  hybrids, 
with  their  increased  yielding  power,  had  a  great  deal  of  effect  upon 
the  yields  in  1938  and  1939.    In  193^,  25  percent  of  the  com  acreage 
was  planted  with  hybrids  and  the  yield  averaged  44.0  bushels;  in 
1939,  42  percent  of  the  acreage  was  in  hybrids,  the  yield  was 

50«0  bushels  per  acre.    Smaller  percentages  of  hybrids  were  planted 
before  1938  but  the  rapid  increase  in  the  use  of  hybrids  has  taken 
place  since  1937* 

The  previously-mentioned  droughts  were  not  very  serious  in 
Ohio.    While  some  areas,  particularly  the  southwestem  and  west- 
central  parts  of  the  State  in  1937  suffered  \because  of  the  dry 
weather,  yields  for  the  State  have  never  been  extremely  low.  While 
localized  dry  areas  or  wet  areas  do  occur  almost  every  year,  thereby 
affecting  production,  the  State  at  no  time  during  this  period  has  had 
what  would  be  considered  a  very  poor  com  crop. 

Com  production  In  Ohio  has  varied  from  92,962,000  bushels 
in  1930  to  171,250,000  bushels  in-  1939.    The  twelve-year  average  is 
137,601,000  bushels.    Years  of  low  production  were  1929,  1930,  1934, 
and  1936.    In  1930,  1934,  and  1936,  drought  was  the  principal  reason 
for  the  low  production.    The  years  1931,  1935,  1937,  and  1939  were 
outstanding  for  high  production.
